A military uprising of Liberal origin was reportedly scheduled for 2& Lareh 
1951, ‘The moverent was indefinitely postponed, supvosediy because of the 
indiscreet actions of one Pernando Soler CGomes,* a retired Army major, 

one of the orgenisers of the ~ovement. 


Between 13 March and 17 March 1951, Soler was in Rarrenquilla and Cartagena, 
where he eigaat keds to contact oort officials and the army garrisons. Soler 
claimed that three interior rarrisons and other military clements could 

he counted on by his MOVEREDY » He was unsuccessful in obtaining the 

backine of active Aruty officers, but reportedly was offered the collaboration 
of retived Cantain iuis Arina, head of a reserve officers’ group in 
Jarranquilia., Soler was joined in Cartagena by one Rorelio fala and +tile 
there seni several. bolegrans wo Borota, using an assumed name. The police 
have made copies of these telerrans. 


Uson his return to Dorota, Coler reported that the Barranquilla parrison 
ruld support the movement, but insisted that it take place om 20 Uarch 1951. 
Previously he had declared in Barranquilla that civilimms in Dogota would 
riob on that date. The lecders of the movement postponed the uprising 

vhen they learned of Soler's indiscretions ami the fact that his statencnts 
regarding tho support of the Barranquilla garrison were false. 


The military uprising is related to a leftist Liberal plan known as "Project 
het, but according to Moises Prieto, an organizer for this project, it 
does not. contemplate the use of military forces. However, Dr. Danilo de la 
Para, in charsve of liaison with the military for Project a, stated: 


a. Considerable success nas been achieved in retting military support, chiefly 
of retired officers, but including a number of active officers. 
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b, The movement could coumt on the Cucaramanga and Tolime garrisons and two 
“wilitary units” in Borota, 


c, Civilians in fopota would stare a riot orior to any military action.
